At great expense Prof. Leslie 
B. Haddock, of Haverhill, Mass., 
has been engaged to bring his "tri- 
umph of the air," the famous air- 
ship, "Bullet," and in tie- pres- 
ence of all the spectators he will 
cause the bigmaohine to rise from 
the ground to the height of |,000 
feet, fly over the oity "f Lexing- 
ton, encircle about it, return and 
descend to the starting point, 
(guiding and controlling the bird- 
like vehicle at will. 

Prof. Haddock is now at Ne* | 
Orleans tilling an engagement in | 
that city. He will leave for Lex- 
ington June 27th on a special 
train, carrying himself, his assist- 
ants and the big ship. This is to 
give him ample time to prepare 
everything for the Might through 
the air. He will show the people 
of Kentucky that the problem of 
aerial navigation has been solved. 
He holds the world's record for 82 
miles and will make an effort to 
lower it here. 

Now a word about the airship 
itself. It is the most wonderful 
and most powerful airship ever 
constructed. The silk envelope is 
00 feet long and 40 feet in diam- 
eter. It has a gas capacity of 20,- 
000 cubic feet. The passenger car 
is 16 feet long and has a carrying 
capacity of 1,600 pounds. The 

motive power is derived from an 
engine of special design, two-eylin- 

der, four-cycle type, hydro-car-' 
bonate, with ten-horse power. It 
is built principally of aluminum 
and steel, weighs 72 pounds and 
has a revolution of 2,600 per min- 
ute. The entire ship is steered by 
B lone, silken rudder and can turn 
a complete circle within two I 

lengths of the ship itself. The 
machine, when ready for flight, j 
weighs 800 pounds.

Saturday last was an ideal day 
for the ceremonies attendant upon 
the laying of tli" cornerstone of 
tin- n< \v Capitol. 

Under thn direction of Chief 
Marshal John W. Milam, the pro- 
cession was formed on Broadway 
street at about 11:16 o'clock n. m. 
(the formation being delayed on 
account of tin- non-arrival of the 

trains with distinguished visitors 
on liuard). 

After the various bodief had 
been arranged in order the line of 
march, as given in our last issu.', 
was followed, terminating at the 
new Capitol. 

Gen. D. W. Lindeey, as master 
of ceremonies, outlined the pro- 
ceedings, and called upon the 
chorus of 200 voices, under the 
leadership of .Mr. J. s. Weathers, 
to ling "America.' 1 Thn Second 
Regiment Band led the music, 
and as the beautiful word* rang 
out from the vast crowd, it was a 
scene that stirred the hearts of 
all. 

At the conclusion of the song, 
Rev. Dr. J. McC. Blayney, of Dan- 
ville (former pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church, of this city, 
and one of the most efficient of 
the famous citizens' committee 
on the oapitol question ), invoked 

the Divine bleeeing. 

Hon. H. V. McChesney, Secre- 
tary of State, and one of the Cap- 
itol Commission, then delivered a 
brilliant and aide address. 

At the conclusion of this ad- 
dress, after "Dixie," by the band, 
Hon. William Lindsay, ex-Sena- 
tor and ex-Chief Justice of the 
Court ol Appeals (now a resident 
of New York City), made an .able 
scholarly and eloquent address, 
worthy of the. man and the occa- 
sion, in which he urged the Ken- 
tucky of to-day to keep high the 
standard of loyalty, liberty-loving 
and law-abiding citizenship.

THE AMENITIES OF WAR.

"Grim-visaged war" sometimes 
"smooths its wrinkled front" and 
becomes amene. The soldier 
stands for a principle, a cause and 
not for a personal animosity. He 
in hostile- to the gun of his antag- 
onist, but not to the man behind 
it. At an open camp Urn of :i O. 
A. R. Post, a wounded Confederate 
present was invited to a seat beside 
the commander, and subsequently 
•called out for a speech. Respond- 
ing, be laid: "1 cherish uo hatreds 
born of war, the man who shot 
me had nothing against me, he 
shot at the South and I chanced 
to be in the way of his bullet. If 
he were here I would take him by 
the hand as a comrade." 

GENERAL GRANT. 
There never was a time when 
General Grant, in battle, would 
tiot have hewn down with his 
saber, or trampled with the hoofs 
of his horse a|" butternut" with 
arms in his hand, but the moment 
the bugle ceased to bray and the 
war-drum to throb he was trans- 
formed into a comrade and stooped 
with lips of mercy to kiss the 
chains of his captive. How gra- 
cious his bearing toward General 
Lee when he had struck down his 
sword! Being told that a popular 
lecturer had related that when 
the chieftains met to consummate 
the surrender, General Lee offered 
his hand, when Grant interposed, 
saying, "Your sword first and then 
vour hand," he flamed with in- 
dignation and protested that the 
impertinence was an "old saw," 
a threadbare fiction, entirely mis- 
apropos to the occasion, as Lee 
bad stipulated the retention of 
his officers' side-arms. He said: 
"General Lee wore, on the occa- 
sion, the jeweled sword Virginia 
bad presented him in token of his 
services in the Mexican War. and 
bad I demanded that well-won 
weapon I would have felt like a 
thief. You will do me a favor if 
you will tell the lecturer that he 
could do me no meaner indignity 
than to persist in that dishonoring 
statement. " 

When lie entered Richmond it 
, was proposed to tender him an 
ovation, which he declined on the 
ground that it would be huinil-

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iating to the defeated and inflict 
an unnecessary woe to war. When 
Andrew Johnson, a president by 
the accident of assassination, pro- 
posed to arrest Lee and confine 
him in a casement at Fortress 
Monroe, Grant interposed his pro- 
tecting sword and exclaimed: 
No! Offer him no such insult. 
In his captivity he is as noble 
as in fight he was valiant, and he 
shall suffer no shame, for he is 
my paroled prisoner and I will 
safeguard him with all the power 
of the United States Army." 

When I was stationed at Simp- 
son Church, Jersey City, I found 
myself the pastor of the general's 
mother, and his sisters, Mrs. Cor- 
bin and Mrs. Cramer. They re- 
ceived me with a cheerful wel- 
come. It was the general's habit 
to visit his mother on Sunday, 
aud occasionally he came to 
Church. Through this relation I 
bcaeme intimately acquainted 
with the nation's hero, and he 
treated me with a quiet, gentle 
courtesy. 

GRANT'S LAST DAYS. 
While occupying this position, 
Mrs. Grant died. Knowing his 
close attachment for Dr. Newman, 
then in New York, and the fact 
that I had been a Confederate 
soldier, I felt doubly embarrassed 
and desired to relieve the discom- 
fiting situation by modestly retir- 
ing my claims as pastor and sug- 
gesting Dr. Newman as the funeral 
celebrant. The moment I indi- 
cated my mind he rejoined: "No; 
I desire that you should officiate 
and assign to any ministers pres- 
sent their several parts. It is 
your right as my mother's pastor, 
it is my sisters' desire, and there 
are public reasons why you should 
conduct the funeral rites. I have 
only to enjoin that in making 
your remarks you refrain from 
appearing to pay my mother 
honor by referring to any inci- 
dents in my public career. Speak 
of her as she was — a simple, unos- 
tentatious Methodist, who loved 
the private walks of life, and de- 
sired to live in the shade. If I 
deserve any measure of the merits 
bestowed on me by my too grate- 
ful countrymen a large share of it 
is due to my mother and whatever 
in me was faulty she would have 
had otherwise." 

THE DYING MESSAGE. 
I saw the veteran of an hundred 
fields, a rain of tears streaming 
down his cheeks, stoop and take 
the last filial kis from the stiffen- 
ing lips of his dear old mother— 
to others, the Cornelia of America 
— and 1 felt that I saw him, in 
this endearing act, in Bublimer 
Sipeoi l hen when his saber flushed !

Knowing that the shadows of 
deal h wen- darkening around him, I 
he dictated r letter addressed to

Virginia, hang the richest garland 
the gardens of the Old Dominion 
could furnish, on his tomb, and 
in tears turn away. The nation 
came to its second birth at the 
grave of Grant. 

GENERAL LEE. 
And General Lee was a man of 
like temper. His gentleness made 
him great. He never used a scur- 
rilous word and always spoke of 
the opposing army as "General 
Grant's folks," or "our friends 
over the river." He was a para- 
gon of politeness. Far from being 
a scented courtier he was a gentle- 
man, who observed the silken 
niceties of gentle life amid the 
rigors of a camp as well as in the 
drawing rooms of Richmond's 
elite. A man would as soon have 
thought of kissing the lips of a 
volcano as of telling a coarse jest 
in his presence. He encouraged 
the chaplains and joined with his 
private soldiers in their prayer- 
meetings in the woody fane. So 
scrupulous was General Lee^in 
observing his parole that he de- 
clined every invitation to attend 
public occasions that had any re- 
lation to the war or to party pol- 
itics. 

DURING TIMES OP TRUCE. 
When a flag of truce was pend- 
ing for the burial of the slain or 
the exchange of prisoners, friend- 
ships were speedily formed, some 
of which survived the war. 
Papers and merchandise were ex- 
changed, coffee was drunk from 
an improvised loving-cup. the 
same pipe was passed around, and 
Blue and Gray rolled up in the 
same blanket. An hour after 
these camp symposiums the pick- 
ets were firing, or perchance the 
battle was renewed. 

Various comities occurred. 
When Forrest made his daybreak 
raid on Memphis, General Wash- 
hume, commanding, made his 
flight to Fort Pickering in his 
night gown. A new uniform and 
the watch of Washburne were cap- 
tured, which Forrest afterward re- 
turned with his compliments, j 
General Waghburne's staff in re- 
turn, sent General Forrest a hand- 
some suit of gray. This episode 
gave rise to General Hurlburt's 
lion mot. He said: "I was re- 
moved from Memphis because I 
could not keep Forrest out of 
West Tennessee. General Wash- 
bume was appointed to succeed 
me and he could not keep the 
Confederate swamp-fox out of his

A TRYST KEPT. 
I sent a Mr. St, John, of Cin- 
cinnati, north to secure a <| ml 

XOhaugefor himself on his parole

St. John arose and exclaimed. 
..Ami I am the man!" Afterwards 
, at Delhi, I became the pastor of 
St. John's daughter, and preached 
the funeral sermon of her husband 
I also net, as her pastor, Mrs. Hat- 
tic Martin, a daughter of Dr. 
Adam Poe, formerly Book Agent 
While conveying a party of Fed- 
eral officers to Memphis for ex- 
change, we stopped over night at 
Canton, Miss. 1 hivouaeed the 
prisoners in the seminary. Early 
next morning my sympathetic
